On Siturday 
morning Last, at about 5 olclocky Inspector 
Fincher, of the Sanitary Depa irimen|, entered 
No, 2 Police Station and reported to.the officer 
in charge that whilst on duty in Nullab Lave 
he was cilled'in by seme cooliés to remove a 
dead body. ‘The sanitary inspector entered the 
house; No 99, which is unoccupied, with his 
informers,.and in the middle of the flyor there 
was a dead body, the floor being covered with 
bleod. He left the hose without tuuching the 
hndy, suspecling Ihat this Was a case of foul 
‘play, and reported the iatteran the p oper chan- 
nel. Inspector Gourlay, accompanied Inspector 
Fincher, went back to the house in question | 
and examined the corpse. There were three’ 
nasty xashes on the side of the fice and a 
number oo his arms. Beside the poul of blood 
and close by the dead man’s'side lay an axe, 
besineared with blood, An ambulance ‘was 
suminoned and the body removed to the 
Morgue. There the body was further examined,
